But it may be said “vhis is nothing 
mew.” it is itrue that the dog has 
wiways occupied a prominent place in 
England, brit in the old days the dog 

who figured in JEnglish life was 
a different sont of dog, aud he had to 
justify his existence. The Englishman 
has always loved the foxhound and the 
pointer, and even the humble watch- 
dog as been ‘highly thought of, but 
he was kept strictly within ‘his place 
and earned his living. “Nhe dog that is 
wikiag such a prominent place today 
is the utterly uscless pet of the jaded 
society woman, or the equally useless 
beast bred for some future point by 
the cthusiastic fancier, 

I tried some weeks ago to get some 
estimate of the amount ‘of money in- 
vesied in dogs in Mngland, ibut found 
it quite impossible, Editors of “doggy’ 
papers explained that no one couid 
tell the velue of a dog uneil he was 
sok. A dog may: fetch $s3,0ca today 
and a oyear later he may not be worth 
ds many cents. 9 Fick's fashion may 
swing ‘Thom toy bulldogs to Pomeran- 
inns, and a day hater the vaine of 
toy buiidogs dismppear, Certain ‘it is, 
however, hat millions of dollars 
change hands every year in connection 
with the various activities incident ‘to 
the warship of the dog. 

One of the most important society 
functions every “winter in London is 
the annual dog shosv--—It is paltro- 
nized by Queen Alexandra, who thas 
done as much as any one else to ifrs- 
ten the cult of the dog on socicty, 
and that show alone, I am ttold, ac- 
counts for nearly a-million dollars in 
one way and another. If all the 
money spent iby unsucessful breeders 
in trying to produce the stuper-doz 
for show purposes were reckoned I 
am sure the amount would be much 
larger.

Ainzing prices are paid by fanciers 
and fashionable women for dogs, Not 
long ago an ‘American breeder tbought 
Chinoham Young Jack, wlio is said to 
be the greatest bulldog in the worid, 
for $5,250. ‘In ‘this case no doubt the 
doz was a good commercial invest- 
mant, for he will be used: for stud pur- 
poses, and his sons and daughiters 
will come back to England wat almost 
equally fabulous prices. ‘But there ‘s 
only one Chincham Young Jack, and 
really bulldogs are rather cheap as 
dogs go these days. Pekinese span- 
iels, those funny little beasts that. re- 
semble a miniature edition of the amore 
familiar King Charles, are now all the 
rage, and! fashionable women think mo- 
thing of spending a couple of thousand 
dollars fora specimen, while one avith 
an unexceptionable pedigree will fetch 
$5,000 as casy as winking. I theard 
the other day of a case in which 
$7,500 was paid for a prize Pekin- 
ese. 

But the expense does not stop when 
the dog is bought. The petted favor- 
ite is linstaled in a special maursery 
with maids and footmen to wait on ‘him 
and if he is ill a skilled veterinary cal!s 
and feels ‘his pulse and ‘takes ‘hisitem- 
perature just as in the case of an nil- 
ing child.

PERFECT SKELETONS 
OF THE STONE AGE

Prehistoric Human Remains of Man 
and Woman Found in Bedfordshire. 


London.—A remarkable discovery 
of the skeletons of a man and woman 
belonging to the stone age, which an- 
tiquarians consider of priceless value, 
has just been .made at Astavick, in 
Bedfordshire. Some workmen were 
laying a conduit near the dine of the 
hed of the river Ivel, when they canre 
across the skeletons. They mere ex- 
amined by Dr. Waddell, a well known 
antiquary, wivo wt once gave it as his 
opinion that they ‘belonged to the 
neolithic period, and were of great im- 
portance to ithe world of science. 

The male is believed to have been 
a chieftain, and he must have been a 
man of magnificent physique, as the 
skeleton measures six feet six inches, 
while the. head \ismassive. ‘The wo- 
man was laid at right angles to the 
man, with her ifeet resting against 
the side of his ‘body. Apparently 
when her lord died she had been slain 
and tburied with thim, aceonding to 
prehistoric custom. Both skeletons 
are complete and in a good state of 
preservation, due to the nature of the 
soil. Their ultimate resting place will 
in all probability be the British Mu- 
seum,

000,000 Italian, and 12,000,000 Portu- 
gnese, 

Thus, while a dittle more than one- 
quarter of those dhat employ the fac- 
ilities cof the postal departiiemts — of 
civilized: governments speak as their 
native tongue English, two-thirds of 
those who correspond ,do so in the 
English language. f 

This situation arises from the fact 
that so Jarge a share of the commer- 
cial thusiness of the world is done in 
English, even among those who do not 
speak it as their native tongue. There 
are, for instnaneées, more than 20,000 
post-offices in India, the business of 
which im letters and papers aggregates 
more than 300,000,000 parcels ina 
year, and whe business of these offices 
is done chiefly in English, ‘though 
of India’s total population—say 300. 
900,000—fewer than 300,000 can spouk 
or understand ‘English. 

Though 90,000,000 speak or under- 
stand Russian, the bustaess of the 
Russian post office department is rela- 
tively small, the aumber of letters sent 
throughout the Czar’s empire amour - 
ing to less than one-tenth he num- 
ber mailed in Great Britain ahone, 
though the population of Great cae 
is considerably less than_one-hal the 
population of Russia in Europe.

The commissioners have drafted a 
new snow bylaw which will be pre- 
sented at the next meeting of ‘ie 
council and if passed by that body 
will enable the municipality to com- 
pel all citizens, living in a presertbed 
area, to remove the snow from the 
sidewalks in front of their dwellings 
within five hours from the time that 
it falls. Should they fail to do so 
the city engineer is given power to 
have the work done by day labor, 
keeping an accurate account of the 
expense which will be turned over 
to the city assessor on the first of 
May each year and by him charged 
up against the negligent |property 
owner as a special assessment. 

The new bylaw will cover the fcl- 
lowing areas: 

Jasper avenue, Syndicate to Ninth 
street; Namayo avenue, Jasper to 
Sutherland; Fraser avenue, Jasper to 
Clark: Queen’s avenue, Jasper to Tsa- 
bella; McDougall, College to Isabella;

Third, Victoria to McKenzie; Fourth, 
Jasper to McKenzie; Rice, Namayo 


to First; Athabasca avenue, First to 
Fourth; Deace avenue, First to

To See General Manager

Worked for One Month. 


According to the stories told by 
several of the men the majority of 
them have worked on the grade 
for a full month but in practically 
every case they are out of funds, 
all of their available cash having 
been expended in reaching the 
point where they commenced 
work a month ago. 

On November twenty-fifth they 
were informed by the timekeeper 
that the camps wou'd close down on 
the first of the month and that ‘after 
that date their service would not be 
required. They naturally supposed 
that they would be paid off in Kd- 
son, but upon their arrival there were 


told that they would receive the 
wages duce them when they reached 
this city. 


Had to Walk Streets 
Upon their arrival here last even-

A Tragic Case 
One man, who has in the neigh- 
borhood of sixty dollars coming to 
him, received a wire while at Edson 
that his wife was dying and upon 
his arrival in the ‘city inimediately 
rushed to the office to get his money 
in order that he might take the train 
south. When his case was made 
known he was given sufficient money 
to wire his relatives at Strathmore 
the predicament which he was in and 
at noon today received a reply con- 
taining money cnough for him to 
reach home, but announcing that his 
wife had passed away during the 
night Had he been paid on time he 
would have reached her bedside be- 
fore she died.

PREMIER’ s DIVERSION BIL 
NOT GOOD FINANCE 

A new phase is given to the railway question by a report that 
the premier is being pressed by ithe province’s bankers to cover 
up the overdraft, and that ¢lris is the real cause for Preinier 
Sifton’s anxiety to jam the bill for the diversion of the money 
through the legislature. 

If this is the case, the province's finances are not going ‘to be re- 
paired very much by taking the money which was voted to build 
a radiating line from Edmonton into the north and using it to 
settle public accounts. 

The province pays something close to three per cent. on its 
money. ‘The Waterways money cost five per cent. The province, 
by using the Waterways money for general purposes would lose 
nearly two per cent. per annum on the money. 

The argument advanced that the interest rates on the bonds is 
etoo high is one which really does not amount to much so long as 
the money is used for railway purposes, but were the province 
to use the money iit would become quite a serious affair. 

In case the money is used for the railway, it ‘is the railway and 
not the province that will have to pay the interest. Only in case 
the railway failed would the necessity to meet the interest come 
on the province, and in this event the province would become 
proprietor of the railway and would still fasten the interest as a 
fixed charge against the operation of the road. 

But in*case the money were diverted to the general uses of the 
province, the province would be under the necessity of paying five 
per cent. for money expended on public works during the entire 
life of the bonds. ‘I'he life of the bonds ds fifty years. The differ- 
ence of two per cent. per annum in this length of time will total 
just one hundred per cent. 

In other words, if the premicr uses the railway money to construct 
public buildings with, or to pay overdrafts which have been incurred 
through public works, these public buildings will actually cost the 
province just twice what they would cost were the province to use 
the five per cent. money for the construction of a railway and 
borrow money at three per cent. in the ordinary way to build its 
public works.

THE FUNDAMENTAL THEORY 
OF MUNICIPAL OWNERHIP 

The civic statement as submitted to the council yesterday indi- 
cates that two of the city’s municipal utilties show a surplus 
during the year just closed and two show a deficit. 

In the case of the electric department the surplus is not as 
large as was expected earlier in the season. The telephone is in 
a healthy condition. The deficit on the waterworks is not by any 
means unexpected, and the deficit on the street railway is not 
serious enough to cause grave apprehension. 

There are one or two points, however, which are worth remem- 
bering. ‘he first, and the hardest one to intelligently grasp, is 
that the city is not in the business of supplying electric service for 
profit, but for use. If the imtemtion was to make money out of 
the enterprises they might as well belong ito a corporation, so far 
as the overwhelming majority of the population is concerned. The 
advantage of municipal ownership is that it supplies the service 
at cost. 

Considering this, the most satisfactory statement the city admin- 
istrators could present is one which svould come out exactly 
even. 

Consequently, a statement which shows that any enterprise 
has a surplus is merely an indication that the rate for the service 
is too high, and must be cut down, On the other hand, a state- 
ment. showing a deficit is evidence that the rate is too low. 

In the case of the street railway it may be interpreted in another 
way, namely, that the cars do not carry enough ‘passengers; 
and as the price of street railway fares is fixed by almost universal 
custom, the service will have to pile up its losses in the shape 
of an overdraft or loans fom some other department until such 
time as the traffic produces a surplus. 

An intelligent grasp of this philosophy is all that is necessary 
to ¢cauinimity in the public mind when a report showing a 
Uefic! it is presented, 

The street railway will carry its 40,000 overdraft without any 
extra burden to the tax payers, and the patrons of the road will 
ride for the same money. Some time, probably next year, the 
traffic will attain proportions where the city will be faced with 
the problem of what to do with the earnings. 


A QUESTION THAT WILL 
BECOME IMPORTANT 

In its application for charter amendments which are now before 
the legislature the city of Calgary brings up as a live issue a ques- 
tion which is going to be a big one in Alberta some time pretty 
soon, 

Calgary is applying for the right to operate its street railway 
system outside the city limits. 

This is a question which is going to grow in importance with ' 
the growth of the nunicipal utilities and which is certain to cause | 
a great deal of controversy. If the cities are allowed to extend 
their electric railway lines into the country ‘there is practically 1 no 
saying where ithe end will be. In recent years the, scope of-electric 
lines has been growing so rapidly that hundred and thousand mile 
lines are the regular thing now-a-days, and a right granted to Cal- 
wary to build extensions in the country might result in the ¢or- 
poration of the city of Calgary becoming the owner of lines radiat- 
ing to all parts of the province. It can be easily seen where this 
might work out to the great dissatisfaction of the communities 
which the municipality-owned Calgary line served, to say nothing 
of the fact that the city woukd be accepting a liability which was 
altogether foreign to the city itself. 

Edmonton has two charters to operate street railways in the 
surrounding district, obtained from the old territorial government, 
but except for the Strathcona line has never attempted to use them. 
At the present time one charter is in the hands of the Brutinel com- 
pa with which the city entered into an agreement for a radial. 

The other the city still owns. 

The Calgary application is the first of the kind to come before 

the Alberta legislature. Its course will be watched with interest. 


According to the city auditor's idea of it the street railway 
owes the public $5,000 worth of rides for tickets outstanding. This 
sounds like a lots of tickets. Better take a look in your dast 
summer's vest and see if you have not overlooked a little bundle of 
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Oregon is the first state in the American union to adopt in its 
entirety the principle and practise of direct legislation. 

In that state now, when the people want to stop any legislation 
which fails to meet with popular approval, all that is needed in that 
state to test a law which the Iegislature has enacted is to secure 
the signature of 15 per cent. of the electorate to a petition and the 
law is sent back to the people for ratification or rejection. If the 
people by a majority vote ratify it, the law is there to stay—unless 
some public spirited ciitzen is willing to pay the expense of taking 
another vote. If they veto it that finishes that particular piece 
of legislation and the legislature can consider itself reprimanded. 

Ilectors in Oregon also have the initiative power. Any 
a required percentage of the people want a law sent to the clectors 
for a vote they have merely to sign the petition and the thing 
is done. , If it is approved it becomes law without any action of the 
legislature. If it is rejected the legislature has not ‘the power to 
enact it. 

According ‘to the recall system in vogue in Oregon, any member 
of the legislature may be recalled at any time to face ‘his constitu- 
ency again at any time by the signing of a sufficient petition, and 
failure to secure the approval of a majority of his constituents de- 
clares this office vacant. 

Oregon now has the legislative affairs of the state right where 
they belong, in the ‘hands of the people, and if any ‘bad laws are 
enacted in that state it may be taken as an evidence that the 
people themselves are bad—or ignorant—not that they have been 
fooled by faithless representatives. 

During the past year thirty-two bills came back to the people 
of Oregon to be voted upon. The expression of the public showed 
only one thing strikingly, that is tlat the referendum proves that 
the great mass of the people, avs they are progressive, are not 


radical.

Street Railway Department Has Deficit of Over Twenty Thousand 
This Year—Many Costly Improvements Added to Expenses— 


Auditor Recommends Changes 
Department. ; 


~The annual report of City Auditor 
Richardson was the 
city’. council last evening and afte, 
considerable discussion on several 
points in the document if was re- 
ceived and ordered to be printed, 
The report shows that during the 
years the stm of $514,463.68 was ex- 
pended while the general fund ‘rev- 
enue ‘account shows a net surplus 
amounting to $22,674.20. 

The statement of unexpended funds 
on capital account shows that the city 
has a balance on hand of $760,830.77 
hut on the other hand there are a] 
number of schemes which have not; 
been provided for which will cost 
318,160.30 or leaving a net, balance to 
the city’s credit of $451,661.57, some 
$227,000 of this amount being made 
up of funds reecived from the sale 
of street railway debentures and the 
work for which the money was rais- 
ed not having been put through this

While the street railway department 
report shows that that utility sus- 
tained a much larger loss this sear 
than last, due to increased cost for 
a faster’ service, the water depart- 
ment shows a loss of only $9,401.83 
as compared with $24,607.04, which, 
stood on the wrong side of the ledger ;

In his audit of. the books. of the

ed. He also points out that the as- 
sessment is always made too late in 
the year to enable him to make an 
effective audit and that a reform in 
this particular direction is greatly to 
be desired. 

Assets and Liabilities

Of 
a onigtit a green letht is flazhed, it ibe- 
ing atosuch a height that the man-on 
mie weitrect can see it from any portion 
of this beat.

Should he want to talk to the 
office he opens the owter door, presses 
a register, which tndicates the time 
of tthe call and the number of his ‘box, 
takes off ‘his receiver and ‘by telepirone 
secures whatever he may be in need of.

AWAKES 70 FIND 
WORLD CHANGED 


Caroline Kronboech Has Been 
Asleep for Over Thirty-Two 
Years. 


Berlin, Dec. 2.—After an unbroken 
sleep. extending over 32 years Caro- 
line Kronboeck has awakened to find 
the world changed considerably THis 
extraordinary case of sommolence has 
occurred at Oknoe, a village nea 
Moensterss, Sweden, and is desetbed 
by Dr. Frederstroem of the Stock- 
holm hospital. Caroline Krooboeck 
fell asleep when she was 14, in the 
winter of 1877-78, ‘arta: remained ‘wuntil 
recently in a comatose condition. 
Consciousness returned to her sud- 
deniy. be did net know where she 
was, didn’t recognize her father or the 
room where she had lain for 32 years. 
Presently she felt hungry and asked 
for a baked herring—her favorite dish 
when she was a young girl. She said 
she felt tired and somewhat dazed. 
Her memory came back by degrees 
how she walked half a mile to school, 
the name of the teacher, and those 
of her school friends and what the 
local parson looked like. She remem- 
bered having a toothache,’ but could 
not say whether she‘ had suffered 
from headaches or whetier she had 
hurt her head. As to her long per- 
iod of suspended consciousness her 
mind is a complete blank, It took her 
nts to fearn to walk again and 
her eyes remain very sensitive to 
light, but her appetite was excellent 
from the time of her awakening and 
she has since slept normally every 
night. trange to say she has forgt- 
ten nothing of what she learned at 
school and at once wanted to go on 
with cher lessons. She showed good 
mental aptitude and has just been con- 
firmed by her Lutheran pastor.

California’s Pigeons on Eighty 
Acres Number Many 
Thousands.

Producing Squabs s 

The object of this vasn prgcon breed” 
ing establishment jis ithe production 
of squuibs, At the eresent time about 
forty citcaen squabs are kivied and seni 
to market every day, ‘but a little dater 
in whe season ithe daily ouput will be 
much greater, so that the annual 
squab crop of this ‘one esitablish- 
ment is about two ‘hundred and ‘fifty 
chousund. They sell at anywhere from 
$2.50 to $4 per dozen (depending up- 
on the time of the year) and it is 
evident hat whe income from the 
manmoth pigeon Tarn: foots up to a 
very tidy sum annually.  howevar, 
this 3 not “velvet” by any means. 
The ‘birds consume ibesweem two and 
three tons of grain every day, and the 
lawor tof looking after them, keeping 
the tbuildings clean and sanitury and 
kivling and preparing the squabs for 
market is not a trifliarg manter. 

Conditions favorable. 

The Pigeons are housed in six large 
buildings, the main building being 60 
fect long, 30 feet wide and 20 feet 
high. The exterior and interior of 
each of these buildings are banked 
up solid; with mating boxes in tiers, 
narrow aisles plving ready access to 
every Nest. The nests are disinfected 
at frequent intervals by spraying thent 
with carbolic acid in water, and inces- 
ticides are used freely to keep. the 
birds free from. parasites. Figeon 
rearing on a mammoth scale is said 
to be attended with fewer difficulties 
in Southern California than in most 
other places. Climatic conditions arc 
favorable to continuous breéding both 
suminer and winter, and hawks and 
other natural enemies are rare. Con- 
trary to the general opinion, pigeons 
are not much given to foraging and 
rarely trouble agriculturists and fruit 
growers in the neighborhood. At the 
to csugeles estavushiment there al- 
ways is an abundant supply of grain 
lying on the ground, so that the birds 
have no occasion to go abroad to hunt 
for a living. Consequently they never 
fly very far away but attend to busi- 
ness with exemplary fidelity 

Look Like Snowbanks. 

Not the least important. circum- 
stance in contributing to the attract- 
iveness of he pigeon farm as a spec- 
tacle is. the fact that almost all the 
birds are pure white. At feeding 
time, particularly in the afternoons, 
when when practically all the birds 
are assembled, the buildings — and 
ground close around bear no © slight 
resemblance to a series of snowbanks. 
If started by some unusual noise the 
birds all take flight at once, and the 
air is filled with gleaming white wings 
and bodies. At all times the cooing 
of tens of thousands of birds make a 
chorus such as few visitors to the es- 
tablishment have ever, heard btfore. 

Marital Constancy 

The pigeon is strictly monogamous, 
selection a mate and displaying mar 
ital constancy that might well be 
emulated by featherless and presum- 
ably better bipeds. The female lays 
her first eggs when six months old, 
depositing two in a nest and then 
settling down to hatching. The per- 
iod of incubation is eighteen days, the 
male bird sharing the labor with the 
female. Tht young birds consist of 
little but appetite, so that both father 
and mother are kept busy feeding tht 

‘enery pair of younsters. The 
method of feeding the young is pe- 
culiar. The little pigeons — thrust 
their bills into the mouths of the old 
birds, and these feed them by dis- 
urging partially digested food. Be 
ing thus supplied with partially digest- 
ed baby food, the young pigeons grow 
with extraordinary rapidity, so that 
when they are from four to five weeks 
old they are ready for the market as 
squabs.,
